THE MYSTERIOUS EAGLE. 


SHAKESPEARE WAS SHREWD. 


Curicut Ancient Monument Left to Us 
by the Indiane. 
On the b road top of a stony , rain 
gu llied hill in middle Georgia there 
lies a v ery large eagle, concerning 
which conflicting stories are told. The 
one p oint that seems to b e certain is 
that the Indians left the eagle as a 
legacy to the state. A hu ndred y ears 
from now it will p rob ab ly b e fou nd 
ly ing on its b ack, with ou tsp read wings 
and tail, ev en as it lies today . Fo r it 
Is made of q u artz rocks so cu nningly 
p laced that it wou ld req u ire a p ick in 
a strong man’s hands to disp lace any 
one o f them. The rocks lap and ov er­ 
lap in su ch a manner as to rep resent 
feathers. 
No cement holds them in 
p osition, and the stones v ary in size, 
weighing from a half p ou nd to three 
or fo u r p ou nds. The image rests on a 
v ery Arm fou ndation, fo r the stone­ 
work ex tends sev eral feet into the 
grou nd. 
Once, p erhap s twice, treasu re seek­ 
ing v andals du g into the b reast o f the 
eagle, b u t the work mu st hav e p rov ed 
too lab oriou s, fo r the diggers gav e u p 
b efore they had reached the b ottom 
lay er of o v erlip p ing stones. 
Rou gh b u t fairly accu rate measu re­ 
ments of the b ird show the length of 
the eagle from the middle of the tail 
to the head to b e 102 feet and from 
tip to tip of ou tsp read wings 120 feet 
The length of the b eak is ten feet, 
and the height of the b ody at the cen­ 
ter o f the b reast is ten feet The eagle 
lies with its head to the west 
Tradition does no t giv e any satisfac­ 
tory ex p lanation of the age or the 
meaning o f the great stone mou nd. It 
may hav e had religiou s significance to 
the red men who b u ilt it and it may 
b e the b u rial p lace o f some great chief. 
It is one of the most my steriou s and 
moat interesting of p rehistoric monu 
ments in the United States.—You th’s 
Comp anion.

One reason may b e giv en fo r Shake­ 
sp eare no t p u b lishing his p lay s, and 
we hav e reason to think it was of 
kind to ap [>eal to him. 
There was 
no cop y right, and to p u b lish the p lay s 
was to lessen their financial v alu e to 
his comp any . This “gentle Will,” this 
“sweetest Shakesp eare,” this “Swan of 
Av on,” was an admirab le man of b u si 
ness. 
If we b ad only the records of 
the law cou rts, in fact, we might not 
b e ab le to think so v ery well of him 
He had a keenness for litigation which 
he seems to hav e inherited from his fa 
ther. As a tax p ay er he was slow, if 
not p ositiv ely ev asiv e. He was ap p ar 
eu tly negligent of a deb t co ntracted b y 
b is wife. Like many men of p rop erty 
he ev aded the restrictio ns against 
b rewing malt liq u or for his p riv ate 
u se, b eing in his way a moonshiner. 
Lib eral in giv ing aid and lending 
money to his friends in need, he was 
strict in collecting deb ts. At ab o u t the 
time he wrote the final v ersion of 
“Hamlet” he su ed the v illage ap othe­ 
cary at Stratfo rd to recov er a small 
loan, and while he was at work on the 
world tragedy of “Antony and Cleop a 
tra” he engaged in litigation that 
b rou ght him in conflict with the v il 
lage b lacksmith, a state of affairs that 
Emerson relates with something akin 
to horror. He consp ired with his fa­ 
ther to secu re from the conniv ing Her­ 
alds’ college a shady coat of arms and 
the right to su b scrib e himself “gent, 
and, while ap p arently not activ ely aid­ 
ing an attemp t to inclose Stratfo rd 
common lands in defiance of the rights 
of the p eop le, he at b est remained 
strictly neu tral to ward the p ro ject 
Careless as he seems to hav e b een as 
to b is fame as a dramatist, he was in 
b u siness b y no means ab ov e cu rrent 
standards of condu ct. 
One gathers 
that the chief interest o f his later y ears 
was to liv e at ease as a gentleman and 
p rov ide well for his family . It is re­ 
lated on p retty good au tho rity that he 
died of “a feav ou r” after “a merry 
meeting” at Stratfo rd with his old 
friend Ben Jonson and the p oet Dray ­ 
ton. 
Bu t It Is not u nlikely that the 
tru e cau se of his fev er was not drink, 
b u t the insanitary condition of the 
street in^'which he liv ed.—Jo hn Corb in 
in New’ York Times.

was prepared. When President Lin- 
eon on April 15, 1865, 
called 
for 
75,000 volunteers, Governor Morton 
at once offered the services of 10,- 
000 men. Within a week more than 
three times the number of volunteers 
required to till Indiana’s quota of­ 
fered themselves. 
A special session of the legisla­ 
ture voted $2,000,000 to supply and 
equip Indiana’s volunteers. 
As an 
executive, organizer, and leader of 
forces, Morton had no peer in the 
union. In 1862 when the legislature 
lesitated to mak e additional appro­ 
bations, he 
secured 
large 
sums 
from the county boards and small 
innk s and from the national govern­ 
ment he secured more than 
$200,- 
000. A bureau of tinance was estab- 
ished and under the 
direction 
of 
General Terrell, this extra legal de­ 
partment of state government was 
onducted for two y ears. Governor 
Morton was 
uni verbally 
endorsed 
for this move. 
In 1804 he was re­ 
elected 
governor over 
Joseph 
E. 
McDonald by more than 20,000 ma­ 
jority . 
In 1867 he was elected to 
the United States senate. 
In the senate 
Oliver P. Morton 
rank ed among the very ablest mem­ 
bers. 
Suffering constantly from the 
effects of u slight paraly tic 
tsrok e 
he nevertheless took part in all the 
important legislation. He was chair­ 
man of the committee on privileges 
and elections and championed those 
that treated the rebellious

Of a ll the so ca lled “ dea d cities’' of 
the Zuider Zee, Enkhuizen ha s most 
completely lost her former prosperity . 
One who wa nders a bout her silent a nd 
empty streets ca n impossibly rea lize 
tha t this shrunken a nd depopula ted 
city wa s once one of the wea lthiest a nd 
most importa nt in Holla nd. 
Enkhuizen da tes from the ninth cen­ 
tury or even ea rlier. In the zenith of 
its grea tness, the seventeenth century , 
it possessed 40,000 inha bita nts a nd a 
fishing fleet of 400 boa ts enga ged in 
the herring tra de. 
Enkhuizen sa ilors 
were well know n for their coura ge a nd 
sea fa ring a bility . 
But less tha n a hundred y ea rs la ter 
the ha rbor of Enkhuizen wa s silting 
up, a nd her commerce ha d a lrea dy de­ 
clined. Since then whole streets ha ve 
been pulled down, a s the popula tion 
diminished, for only a few thousa nd 
inha bita nts rema in. 
But the a ncient 
ga te, the Dromeda ris, tha t gua rds its 
now empty ha rbor still sta nds, a monu­ 
ment of the pa st grea tness of Enkhui­ 
zen. 
The noble Wester kerk i3 built of 
the deep red, na rrow bricks often used 
in Netherla nds a rchitecture.

Why "Comptroller" I* U»»d lntt«cd «f 


the Correct "Controller." 


It is an pld Btory, many times told, 


that tlio scriveners centuries ago. Igno- 
rant of Latin, but having heard tliat In 
French "confer" means to count and 
assuming that as the controller has to 
do with money he must of course, 
count money, wedged the false and 
perverting letter "p" with an "m" be- 
fore it into a perfectly good and cor- 
rectly formed word. 


In late Latin the word is "contraro- 


tulator." The keeper of the king's rolls, 
the payroll and other accounts, was the 
"rotulator." To guard against the pos- 
sible dishonesty of that official the 
Iking appointed an auditor to cheek up 
'his accounts nnd called him the "con- 
Hrarotulator"—that is, the counter roll 
•keeper. From "contrurotulator" the 
word has come into modern languages, 
(always'without'the offending "p." 
j In French, Spanish, Italian, German 
and Russian we have the word "con- 
trol," meaning the keeping or auditing 
of accounts, and the title of the officer 
in those languages is spelled alway» 
without the "in" and the "p." When 
our commissioners to the Paris peace 
conference iu 1S9S used the word "con- 
trol," meaning political control of tBe 
Philippines, the Spanish commissioners 
were puzzled; they thought our repre- 
sentatives were speaking of matters of 
finance.

'BASQUES OF THE PYRENEES. 


Those on the Spanish Slopes Are the 


Pure Aborigines of Europe. 


You nre in the habit of thinking of 


•the inhabitants of France as "French" 
. and the inhabitants of Spain ns "Span- 
ish." Did you happen to read a learned 
disquisition on the shape tof the skulls 
of people living on the two Slopes of 
the Pyrenees, together with ftie!?mn- 
nouncement that, contrary to the be- 
'Jief of scientists, the Basques nre not 
nil of the same origin? And then did 
you ask. "Who lire the Basques?" Pri- 
marily they are the people who gave to 
the rest of the world a curious kind of 
garment for women, but they are far 
more interesting to the student of an- 
thropology and the historical develop- 
ment of language than they are to the 
.designers of women's clothes. 


There was a fime before the present 


generation of scientists got to work on 
the problem when the Basques, both in 
Spain and In France, were recognized 
as the last remnant of the original oc- 
cupants of Europe, the people who 
were*"aTlv-en into this backwater of 
civilization by the onrush of the Celts. 
The Celts were in their turn driven 
westward and into such out of the -way 
corners as they could hold, so that they 
nre now represented by certain strains 
in Spain, by the Bretons in France, the 
Irish, Scotch, Welsh, Cornish and Manx 
in the British isles and by a substra- 
tum of the Bohemians aud the Gali- 
rinns. Those who preceded them and 
jtvho managed to cling to the mountain 
strongholds of the Pyrenees ore re- 
motely related to the Finns in another 
remote backwater. The ones on the 
Spanish slopes are the pure aborigines 
pf Europe.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

THE MYSTERIOUS EAGLE. 


Curious Ancient Monument Left to Us 


by the Indians. 


On the broad top of a stony, rain 


gullied hill in middle Georgia there 
lies a very large eagle, concerning 
which conflicting stories are told. The 
one point that seems to be certain is 
that the Indians left the eagle as a 
legacy to the state. A hundred years 
from now it will probably be founc 
lying on its back, with outspread wings 
and tail, even as it lies today. For it 
Is made of quartz rocks so cunningly 
placed that It would require a pick in 
B strong man's hands to displace any 
one of them. The rocks lap and over- 
lap In such a manner as to represent 
feathers. 
No cement holds them in 


position, and the stones vary in size, 
weighing from a half pound to three 
or four pounds. The image rests on a 
very firm foundation, for the stone- 
work extends several feet Into the 
ground. 


Once, perhaps twice, treasure seek- 


ing vandals dug into the breast of the 
eagle, but the work must have provec 
too laborious, for the diggers gave up 
before they had reached the bottom 
layer of overlapping stones. 


Bough but fairly accurate measure- 


ments of the bird show the length ol 
the eagle from the middle of the tali 
to the head to be 102 feet and from 
Up to tip of outspread wings 120 feet 
The length of the beak is ten feet, 
and the height of the body at the cen- 
ter of the breast is ten feet The eagle 
lies with its head to the west 


Tradition does not give any satisfac- 


tory explanation of the age or the 
meaning of the great stone mound. It 
may have had religious significance to 
the red men who built it, and It may 
be the burial place of some great chief. 
It is one of the most mysterious and 
most interesting of prehistoric monu- 
ments in the United States.—Youth's 
Companion.

SHAKESPEARE WAS' SHREWD. 


Poet Was an Excellent Business Man, 


but Fond of Litigation. 


One reason may be given for Shake- 


speare not publishing his plays, and 
we have reason to think it was of a 
kind to appeal to him. There was 
no copyright, and to publish the plays 
was to lessen their financial value to 
his company. This "gentle Will," this 
"sweetest Shakespeare," this "Swan of 
Avon," was an admirable man of busi- 
ness. If we had only the records of 
the law courts, in fact, we might not 
be able to think so very well of him. 
He bad a keenness for litigation which 
he seems to have inherited from his fa- 
ther. As a taxpayer he was slow, if 
not positively evasive. He was appar- 
ently negligent of a debt contracted by 
his wife. Like many men of property, 
he evaded the restrictions against 
brewing malt liquor for his private 
use, being in bis way a moonshiner. 


Liberal in giving aid and lending 


money to his 'friends in need, he was 
strict in collecting debts. At about the 
time he wrote the final version of 
"Hamlet" he sued the village apothe- 
cary at Stratford to recover a small 
loan, and while he was at work on the 
world tragedy of "Antony and Cleopa- 
tra" he engaged in litigation that 
brought him in conflict with the vil- 
lage blacksmith, a state of affairs that 
Emerson relates with something akin 
to horror. He conspired with his fa- 
ther to secure from the conniving Her- 
alds' college a shady coat of arms and 
the right to subscribe himself "gent," 
and, while apparently not actively aid- 
ing an attempt to Inclose Stratford 
common lands In defiance of the rights 
of the people, he at best remained 
strictly neutral toward the project 


Careless as he seems to have been as 


to his .fame as a dramatist, he was in 
business by no means above current 
standards of conduct 
One gathers 


that the chief interest of his later years 
was to live at ease as a gentleman and 
provide well for his family. It is re- 
lated on pretty good authority that he 
died of "a feavour" after "a merry 
meeting" at Stratford with his old 
friend Ben Jonson and the poet Dray- 
ton. But It Is not unlikely that the 
true cause of his fever was not drink', 
but the insanitary condition of the 
street in.which he lived.—John Corbin 
in New York Times.

When President Lin- 
con on April 15, 1865, 
called 
for 


75,000 volunteers, Governor Morton 
at once offered the services of 10,- 
000 men. Within a week more than 
three times the number- of volunteers 
required to fill Indiana's quota of- 
fered themselves. 


A special session of the legisla- 


ture voted $2,000,000 to supply and 
equip Indiana's volunteers. 
As an 


executive, organizer, and leader 
of 


forces, Morton had no peer in the 
union. In 18C2 when the 
legislature 


hesitated to make additional appro- 
priations, he secured 
large 
sums 


from the county boards and small 
banks and from the national govern- 
ment he secured more than 
$200,- 


000. A bureau of finance was estab- 
lished and under the 
direction of 


General Terrell, this extra legal de- 
partment of state government was 
conducted for two years.

Morton was 
universally endorsed 


for this move. In 18G4 he was re-

McDonald H>y more than 20,000 ma- 
jority. 
In 1867 lie w;is elected to 


the United States senate. 


In the senate 
Oliver V. Morton 


ranked among the very ablest mem- 
ber*. 
Suffering constantly I'rum the 


effects of a slight paralytic 
tsroke 


'lie nevertheless took part in all the 
important legislation, lie was chair- 
man of the committee on privileges 
and elections and championed those 
pleasures that treated the rebellious 
;tates as conquered province?. 


He opposed the policy of Presi- 


dent Johnson ond favored his im- 
peachment when he broke with con- 
gress. 
In the disputed election of 


187G Governor Morton voted against 
the electoral commission plan; 
but 


after it was created he was named 
as one of its members. In 1877 he 
was sent to Oregon as chairman at 
a committee to investigate the elec- 
tion of Senator Grover. 


While stopping at San Francisco 


on his return home he had another 
stroke of paralysis. lie was "brought 
back to his native state and .died at 
Indianapolis, 
November l,^i'1877. 


"The death of no man with (he ex- 
ception of that of President Lincoln, 
ever created so much grief in Indi- 
ana as did that of Senator Morton."

At One Time Ona of Holland'* Riehett 


and Greatest Cities. 


Of all the so called "dead cities" of 


the Zulder Zee, Enfchuizen has mo3t 
completely lost her former prosperity. 
One who wanders about her silent and 
empty streeta can Impossibly realize 
that this shrunken and depopulated 
city was once one of the wealthiest and 
most important in Holland. 


Enkhulzen dates from the ninth cen- 


tury or even earlier. In the zenith of 
its greatness, the seventeenth century, 
it possessed 40,000 inhabitants and a 
fishing fleet of 400 boats engaged in 
the herring trade. Enkhuizen sailors 
were well known for their courage and 
seafaring ability. 
But Jess than a hundred years later 


the harbor of Enkhuizen was silting 
up, and her commerce had already de- 
clined. Since then whole streets have 
been pulled down, as the population 
diminished, for only a few thousand 
inhabitants remain. But the ancient 
gate, the Dromedaris, that guards its 
nonempty harbor still stands, a monu- 
ment of the past greatness of Enkhui- 
zen. 
The noble Wester kerk is built of 


the deep red, narrow bricks often used 
in Netherlands architecture. 
In its 


choir are some sixteenth century wooff 
carvings. Its unlovely wooden belfry 
is detached, but connected with the 
church by a minute but attractive old 
house. The small, old, red tiled houses, 
each with a different facade, form an 
irregular line that is singularly charm- 
ing. The streets of the little town are 
very quiet and empty. Their stillness 
is almost unbroken except by some 
beautiful chimes.—Argonaut.
